The references are gathered in an alphabetic min section, noSe 1-946 
from the 1. ed., nos. 947~1978 are new entries. General literature on 
sport, physical education and disabilities are only to be found in the 
main section. Specific disabilities and specified sport activities 


are also to be found in a systematic section, referring to the main 
section for full details, 


Analytic references are written for some available works. 


The bibliography is still a preliminary one, as all the references 
have not been thoroughly chequed,
